GUARDING AGAINST DISEASE. 


Gruesome and alarming pictures 
have been drawn of the devastation 
caused by the plagues that are raging 
hi Central Europe and the Near East. 
Whole populations are stricken 
and 
the death rate is enormous. 
It has 
to inaugurate a policy cl }jeell impossible, over wide areas, to 
carry out effective measures of cure 
or prevention because of the unsettled 
conditions. 
All around the borders of 
Russia, which 
include 
many of the 
districts in which the 
plague 
rages 
most virulently, fighting is going on 
-and at some points this fighting reach­ 
es the proportions 
cif 
warfare on a 
large scale; Little 
can 
be 
done to 
stamp o,ut .epidemics while contending 
armies 
struggle 
wTith 
one 
another 
throughout the disease-stricken terri­ 
tory. 
Surgeon General Cummings of the 
United States has taken occasion to 
renew’ his warning of the danger to 
this country arising from these epi­ 
demics on the other side of the water. 
The danger is rendered immediate 
and serious because of the thousands 
of immigrants from the plague-ridden 
regions who are trying to enter the 
United States. 
He asserts that seven 
million people are trying to come to 
America from Asia Minor, the Black 
Sea regions of Russia, and other parts 
of Eastern Europe now afflictted with 
typhus, bubonic plague and other dis­ 
eases. All of the 
seven 
million, 
of 
couse, will not succeed in getting to 
these shores, but a large proportion of 
them will. 
The fear is that some of 
them will bring 
contagious 
diseases 
with them. 
Not only proper immigration laws 
m d regulations properly enforced are 
necessary, but also careful attention to 
sanitary conditions in American cities, 
especially port cities. 
Indeed, there 
never before has been a time when the 
subjects of sanitation and public hy­ 
giene were so important to the people 
of this country. 
That this has been 
widely realized 
is 
proved 
by

measures that have been taken— the 
rat 
extermination 
campaign 
is an 
illustration— but it is not yet realized 
as widely or as thoroughly as is de­ 
sirable.

Little Legislation Planned. 
The senate’s unfinished business, 
pending and awaiting debate, with 
protracted discussion in prospect, 
included the Kenyon-Kendrix bills 
to regulate the meat packers and 
other adjuncts of the livestock in­ 
dustry. 
The bill was expected to 
bn the vehicle for numerous speech­ 
es and other debate by senators on 
political events, domestic and for­ 
eign, and many other subjects. The 
house also had many bills waiting 
in on its calendar.

little general legislation was plan­ 
ned for the present session by lead­ 
ers.

So 
far Mr. Harding's genius for taking 
counsel has seemed to consist of an 
illimitable capacity for adopting his 
own views to those 
of his advisers. 
During the campaign he took a middle 
course between the extremists of his 
pally, hut he was always very sensi­ 
tive to pressure from either camp, and 
long before the end the more aggres­ 
sive group of extremists had him, os­ 
tensibly 
at 
any rate, 
in 
practical 
agreement with their views. 
It would be unfair, however, to 
judge* of his “genius for taking coun­ 
sel" by what we have seen of him so 
far. 
The Campaign is finished, the elee- 
tion is over and the presidency is his. 
The philosophy adopted by his party 
for the purposes of the campaign of 
making promises of every sort and na­ 
ture, all of which could not by any 
possibility be kept, can no longer be 
followed. 
Without 
doubt 
the inner 
circles of some factions of the party 
would still pursue that philosophy, but 
it wont do. 
Ii may be 
that 
Mr. Harding will 
now sit down and take counsel with 
representatives of all party factions 
and, as he dared not do in the cam­ 
paign, will take his stand definitely 
with those whose advice accords with 
his own ideas of the course that he 
should follow. 
This, at least, is what the country 
hopes. 
Too much is at stake to per­ 
mit resentment, no m atter how just, 
to sway those of our people who re­ 
sented 
the 
methods 
employed 
in the campaign. 
Every sane 
man 
will hope that Mr. Harding’s “genius 
for taking counsel" is really a more 
positive gift than it has seemed to be 
so far.

SPEEDING AS AN ISSUE. 


In at least one American commun­ 
ity automobile speeding may become 
the paramount 
political 
issue. 
In a 
southern city, a well known citizen 
announced his candidacy for mayor, 
declaring: 
“ I am possessed of no par­ 
ticular personal desire to hold office, 
but I have finally and definitely made 
up my mind that some one should of­ 
fer for the position of mayor who is 
determined to break up automobile 
speeding in this town." 
This 
candidate’s 
platform is cer­ 
tainly suggestive of the interest which 
now attaches to the subject of speed­ 
ing in the nation in general. 
Never 
before was there a time 
when 
the 
newspapers were so full of the sub­ 
ject. 
The reason is a perfectly plain 
and 
obvious 
one. 
Speeding has in­ 
creased enormously and 
the 
people 
are getting angry about it. 
The death 
toll from 
automobile 
accidents has 
reached appalling proportions and is 
increasing rapidly. 
Automobile speeding should be an 
interesting subject for the psycholo­ 
gist. 
The most confirmed speeders 
will agree that if a savage wolf from 
the wilds should get into the«city and 
run amuck 
through 
the 
streets the 
most drastic action .should be taken 
against it 
at once in the 
interest of 
the public’s safety. 
Yet a wild wolf 
running amuck is not half as danger­ 
ous to the public as the speeder’s au­ 
tomobile (lashing 
at 
express 
train 
.speed along the streets and rushing 
past corners and crossings with utter 
disregard of consequences. 
Running for 
mayor 
on 
an anti­ 
speeding platform is symptomatic of 
the public’s state of mind with regard 
to speeding. 
The public is beginning 
to lose its patience. The time is coming 
when auto speeders who kill people 
may expect the spectators to evince 
their sentiments 
in some 
more em­ 
phatic way than by the utterance of 
indignant remarks. 


A CHANGE IN OPINION. 


To those who can recall the fury of

arguments 
twenty 
years 
ago, 
when the Philippines had just been 
taken over by the United States and 
imperialism was 
the “paramount is­ 
sue," it must seem strange indeed to

200 warships, including one su- 
perdreadnaught and 96 
destroy­ 
ers, were 
completed 
for 
the 
American navy during the fiscal 
year ended last June 30 and more 
than IOO others, including eleven 
superdreadnaughts and six great 
battle cruisers, were building at 
that time. 
This is shown in the annual re­ 
port of Rear Admiral David W\ j 
Taylor, chief of the bureau 
of 
construction and repair, to Sec­ 
retary Daniels, made public 
at 
the navy department. 
For con­ 
tinuing work on the ships build­ 
ing, 
Admiral 
Taylor 
estimated 
that $119,000,000 would 
be 
re­ 
quired during the fiscal year be­ 
ginning next June 30. 
This com­ 
pares with $69,000,000 last year 
and is the largest total ever pro­ 
posed by the American navy in 
peace time for continuing 
con­ 
struction. 
It is explained by the 
fact that work on many of the 
craft authorized in the 1916 build­ 
ing program was halted 
during 
the war. 
Admiral 
Taylor's 
report 
also 
discloses that the 
navy depart­ 
ment is engaged 
in 
developing 
new typos of aircraft, including 
great rigid 
and 
semi-rigid 
air 
ships and seaplanes similar 
to 
those which undertook the trans- 
Atlantic flight last year. 
Besides 
the dirigible which is building in 
England for the United States, 
the navy is building a dirigible 
at home. 
Airplanes and seaplanes build­ 
ing include four of the NC type 
for service Witt the battle fleet, 
making a total of eight of this 
class. In the four new craft build­ 
ing are 
embodied 
the 
lessons 
learned 
from the 
trans-Atlantic 
flight. 
Tile navy also 
is 
building a 
small number of interchangeable 
land airplanes and seaplanes for 
the marine corps and two types 
of torpedo seaplanes, one to be 
of all metal construction.
